Speed awareness 
signs in operation 
on Penarth road 


DRIVER messaging feedback 
signs have been deployed and 
are now operational at two 
locations along Dinas Road in 
Penarth, to raise awareness of 
speed and obtain information on 
the overall speed of traffic. 

The signs have been programmed to 
activate once a vehicle approaches at a 
speed in excess of 30 mph and will 
then display the speed at which the 
motorist passes. 

It is anticipated that the signs will 
remain in place for three months, after 
which time the data that has been 
collected about the speed of vehicles 
on the roads in question, will be 
collated. The information will be used 
to establish if there is a speeding issue 
at the locations and whether any 


further enforcement action will need to 
be taken. 

The signs will be used in 
conjunction with automatic traffic 
counts, to give a greater picture of the 
traffic flow. 

Coun Peter King, cabinet member 
for building services, highways and 
transportation, said: “The council has 
deployed a pair of vehicle-activated 
signs on Dinas Road in Penarth, to 
improve highway safety, by reminding 
drivers of their responsibility of 
driving at a safe speed. 

“The safety of road users and 
pedestrians is paramount and it is 
hoped that the above initiative will be 
successful to reassure the local 
community that the council is 
proactive in the education of speed 
enforcement in residential areas.”

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Penarth Aviation Society 
traces history of Dornier 


A Dornier Do 31 
VTOL (vertical take¬ 
off and landing) 
experimental 
aircraft dating 
from the 1960s. 

ON August 5 Ken 
Pudney, secretary of 
Penarth Aviation 
Society, will give a 
talk on The Dornier 
Flugzeugwerke 
Aircraft Company. 

Founded by Claudius 
Dornier in 1914 at 
Friedrichshafen, the 
Dornier company came 
to prominence in the 
1920s as a constructor of 
large flying boats. 

The company also 
built several passenger 
planes used by 
Lufthansa. During most 
of this era, Dornier 
complied with the Treaty 
of Versailles and 
manufactured its aircraft 
outside Germany. 

With the rise of the 
Nazis, the treaty was 
effectively ignored and 
aircraft manufacture 
resumed in Germany. 

Arguably Dornier’s 
most successful design 
was the Do 17 ‘Flying 
Pencil’. Originally 
intended as a passenger 
aircraft, it was too 



narrow and had a poor 
passenger capacity and 
was thus rejected. 

Development was then 
switched to its use as a 
bomber in the mid-1930s 
and in such a role was 
used extensively in 
World War Two. 

Post-war, Dornier 
produced several STOL 
(short take-off and 
landing) designs and 
experimented with jet 
propulsion. 

The company became 
active in many other 
fields such as satellite 
and medical technology. 

In fact, a Dornier 
camera was used on the 
Hubble space telescope 
from 1990 to 2002. 


In 1985, Dornier 
merged with Daimler- 
Benz, then with Fairchild 
to form Fairchild- 
Dornier. This company 
became insolvent in 
2002, although the 
Dornier family is still 
involved with the 
seaplane industry.

AIR Cadets from 
372 (Barry) 

Squadron recently 
experienced the 
thrills and 

excitement of flying 
in the modern Grob 
Tutor training 
aircraft, used by the 
Royal Air Force. 

With No 1 Air 
Experience Flight based 
at MoD St Athan, the 
Cadets did not have to 
travel far. On arrival, 
they were given safety 
and weather briefings 
and shown training 
videos about the aircraft 
before being ready to fly. 

Each air experience 
flight lasted 30 minutes 
and cadets would fly at 
approximately 2,500 ft. 

They were given the 
opportunity - under the 
pilot’s instructions - to 
take control of the 
aircraft, learning to 
appreciate the effects of 
the control column to 
maintain straight and 
level flight. 


Some Cadets also 
undertook stomach- 
churning aerobatics and 
got to view the Vale 
upside down! 

Typically, the pilots 
would carry out a series 
of stall turns, wing overs, 
barrel rolls and loops; 
with the Cadet’s hands 
following through on the 
second control column, 
helping to understand 
how the aircraft flies. 

The Cadets who took 
to the skies were Natasja 
Gill, Oliver Fudge, James 
Jelinski and Alex 
Cheeseley. 

Afterwards, James 
said: “Flying the aircraft 
was easier to control than 
I imagined; it was so 
cool, and I can’t wait for 
my next flight”.

NICKY BOXING CLEVER 
AT THE PROBUS CLUB! 


ON July 19, Nicky Piper came 
to talk to members of Dinas 
Powys Probus Club about his 
career as a professional boxer, 
and currently as corporate 
fundraising and events 
manager for George Thomas 
Hospice Care. 

Born in Cardiff in 1966, he 
began boxing at the age of seven 
at the Victoria Park gym and 
became Welsh schoolboy 
champion. 

Disappointed not to be chosen 
for the 1988 Olympics, after a 
successful amateur record he 
turned professional in 1989. 

His first fight was against 
Kevin Roper at Afan Lido, which 
he won by a KO in the second 
round. He won 10 of his first 11 
fights all by KOs, or by the referee 
stopping the fight, with one draw. 

He gained a reputation as a KO 
specialist and knocked out John 
Ellis in 12 seconds in the first 
round - including the 10-second 
count. 

He attributed his quick 
successes to his trainer’s advice: 
hit your opponent hard before he 
hits you and hurt him to make him 
realise who is boss. 

Piper was then managed by 
Frank Warren, for whom he has 
the greatest respect. Warren found 
him fights with good earnings. 
After 17 fights, he was offered the 
chance to fight Nigel Benn, a 
notoriously tough opponent, at the 


weight of 12 stone seven ounces. 

He admits that he was worried, 
but the pay was good and he was 
confident that he could win. He 
trained really hard and tried, 
without success, to put on weight. 
He was eating seven meals and 
consuming 10,000 calories a day 
but only gained four pounds. 

He matched Benn and was 
never hurt, but gradually he was 
worn down, and although he was 
ahead on points after 10 rounds, 
he was caught by two heavy 
punches and was unable to 
continue. Despite this loss, his 
next fight was for the WBA Inter¬ 
Continental light-heavyweight 
title against Argentinean Miguel 
Maldonado, which he won on 
points. 

In 1994, Nicky fought Leeonzer 
Barber for the world light- 
heavyweight title in Cardiff. 

Barber had held the title for 
several years and had learnt his 
trade in the tough New York gyms 
but, supported ringside by his 
fellow golfers from Dinas Powys, 
Nicky was ahead on points after 
round eight. 

With Barber about to quit with 
a severely swollen eye, his 
seconds and the referee said he 
could have only one more round. 

Celebrations were about to 
break out with his supporters 
when, with only 30 seconds of the 
fight left, Nicky was twice 
knocked down and could not 
continue. 

Amazingly, after a trip to the 


hospital for a check-up, next day 
he turned up for his usual Sunday 
morning golf, complete with a 
black eye! 

Now nearly 30, Piper was 
becoming tired of boxing and in 
1992, had starting working as a 
commentator for Sky Sports. In 
1995, he had his last major fight, 
beating Noel Magee for the 
Commonwealth light- 

heavyweight title. Two minor 
fights followed and then he 
retired. 

His record shows that of his 33 
fights, he lost only five - all to 
world champions. 

Piper had, for a long time, 
involved himself in charity work, 
and after retirement, he joined 
George Thomas Hospice Care in a 
fundraising capacity, using his 
sporting contacts to attract 
sponsors and find other financial 
opportunities. 

The hospice provides palliative 
home-based care and support for 
terminally-ill people who do not 
want to go into full-time care. 

It needs to raise £1.4m every 
year, with 30 per cent coming 
from the Government. 

Piper is a member of Mensa, 
and has an intelligence level of 
130, the average being 100. This, 
he says, proves that not all boxers 
are stupid!

N Monday evening, I 
turned up to 
Pencoetre Park in 
Gibbonsdown to support 
Doorstep Barry’s free multi¬ 
sport session for local 
youngsters. Unfortunately, it 
couldn’t go ahead due to this 
week’s irritating summer 
downpours. 

Although it is unusual for a sport 
session to be called off in August 
due to heavy downpours, it is a 
constant problem during the wetter 
months when the football and rugby 
leagues are in full-swing. Weather 
stopping play and training, is an all 
too common conversation I have 
with parents as part of my 
constituency work. 

Having consistently called for an

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LIVES ARE IN DANGER... 

‘Keep off the 
railway line’ 
trespassers 
are warned 


BRITISH 
Transport police 
have issued an 
urgent warning to 
young people, 
following a 19 per 
cent rise in reports 
of trespass over the 
summer. 

Along with Network 
Rail they are urging 
parents to warn their 
children of the dangers of 
playing on the tracks. 

“Over the past 10 
years, almost 170 young 
people in the UK have 
lost their lives after 
trespassing on the 
railway. 

“The data shows that 
just under half of those 
killed are under the age 
of 25,” said Tracey 
Young, community 
safety manager for 
Network Rail Wales. 

“We are urging parents 
to remind their children 
that if they are on the 
railway, they are on 
dangerous ground. 

It may seem like a 
good idea to take a 
shortcut, or like fun to 
play on the tracks, but 
this is not only illegal, it 
is also dangerous. 

Officers from British 


Transport Police are 
stepping up patrols 
across the region, said 
Inspector Mike Edwards: 
“The last thing our 
officers want to do is 
knock on someone’s door 
to tell a parent their child 
has been killed or 
seriously injured as a 
result of trespassing. 

“We’re doing all we 
can to keep young people 
safe by patrolling areas 
where we know they’re 
likely to trespass and 
prevent them from doing 
so. 

“However, we cover 
thousands of miles of 
track and we cannot 
tackle this issue alone. 

“That is why we are 
urging parents and young 
people to heed this 
warning and take a 
reality check when it 
comes to trespass. 

“It’s not a game: they 
are real tracks, with real 
trains and real life 
consequences.”

Shortly 
afterwards, the first of 
the three dams gave 
way and vast quantities 
of water flooded the 
Ruhr valley to make a 
severe dent in the 
German war effort. 

The raid was declared 
to be a strategic 
success. 

But the cost in terms 
of human life was 
enormous. After 
successfully crossing 
Germany en route for 
home, AJ-A Apple was 
shot down by one of 
the last anti-aircraft 
batteries located on the 
coast of Holland. It 
was one of the eight

that failed to return, 
resulting in the loss of 
56 lives. 

John Heideman, a 
Dutchman living in 
Castricum, asked for 
assistance with a book 
recording details of the 
event. Although no 
longer living in Barry, I 
was able to supply 
some background and 
had the honour of being 
taken by him to the 
crash site (a sandbank 
near the beach at 
Castricum) and to the 
cemetery at Bergen, 
where all members of 
the crew are buried. 

Later that same day, 
my wife and I gave a 
talk to sixth-form 
students at a local 
college, highlighting 
this enormous 
contribution to the 
British war effort at the 
time. 

Now in the late 
stages of producing his 
book, John Heideman 
visited Barry recently 


and spent some time at 
the former home in 
Castleland Street of the 
Yeo family. The 
present occupants, Mr 
and Mrs Atkins, were 
intrigued to learn that 
the house was the 
former home of Barry’s 
only Dam Buster. 

Also present were 
Mrs Belinda Brown, a 
relative of Gordon Yeo, 
together with her father, 
92-year-old Fred Seal, 
who used to live next 
door to the Yeo family 
in Castleland Street. 

Spending his war 
service as a bomb 
aimer on Liberator 
aeroplanes, he 
appreciated more than 
most what Sgt Gordon 
Yeo and the rest of the 
Dam Buster squadron 
had to go through to 
achieve their target 
aims.

Assembly target is 
one million Welsh 
speakers by 2050 


AN ambitious new 
target to double the 
number of Welsh 
speakers to one 
million by 2050 was 
officially launched 
by the First 
Minister at the 
National Eisteddfod 
in Abergavenny on 
Monday (August 1). 

The Assembly’s 
consultation paper sets 
out plans to “ create a 
Wales which responds 
to the growing demand 
for Welsh-medium 
education, and increase 
the number of people 
learning and able to 
use the language with 
their families, in their 
communities and in the 
workplace .” 

The proposals 
recognise the need for 
the Welsh Government 
to lead the conversation 
but also work in 
partnership with many 
other institutions and 
organisations towards 
making the Welsh 
language central to 
public life in Wales. 

The consultation runs 
until the end of 
October. 

First Minister 
Carwyn Jones, AM for 
Bridgend, said: “We are 
a proudly bilingual 
nation. The Welsh 
Government has always 
recognised the 
significant contribution 
our language has made 


on our past, history and 
living culture, and will 
continue to do so: 

“Since devolution, 
we have demonstrated 
an unwavering 
commitment to 
preserving and growing 
the language. In 2011 
we introduced 
legislation to protect 
the future of the 
language, and we are 
confident the discussion 
we are launching today 
will continue to help us 
grow the language so it 
thrives as a vibrant, 
living part of our 
communities.” 

There was, however, 
a sceptical response 
from Conservative 
Welsh language 
spokesperson, Suzy 
Davies AM, who said: 
“Whilst Welsh 
Conservatives applaud 
any plans to boost the 
number of Welsh 
speakers, the devil will 
clearly be in the detail 
of these plans. 

“In recent years, 
we’ve seen strategy 
after strategy launched 
by Welsh Ministers, 
and the Welsh 
Government must 
outline what is 
fundamentally different 
about these new plans, 
and how they will 
stimulate use of the 
language. The roadmap 
needs to be clear and 
instructive, with clear, 
transparent benchmarks 


in place, and an 
emphasis placed on the 
standard of Welsh 
speaking and not just 
the volume. 

“The language faces 
a number of major 
challenges - including 
a lack of opportunities 
to converse in everyday 
settings. It is sustained 
action, not plush 
strategy launches, that 
we need if the Welsh 
Government is to meet 
this target.” 

The Minister for 
Lifelong Learning and 
Welsh Language, Alun 


Davies, said: “We want 
everyone to have the 
opportunity to learn 
through the medium of 
Welsh, both from early 
years right through to 
higher education, and 
that it will be seen as 
an integral part of our 
overall provision, and 
not something that is 
separate from it. 

The consultation is 
on the Welsh 
Government website:

Measles: ‘MMR 
vaccine is vital’ 

PEOPLE are being reminded of the 
importance of the MMR vaccine after a 
fourth case of measles in Wales. 

“Measles is a serious and highly contagious viral 
disease that can cause complications and can even 
prove fatal. In the last month, there have been four 
cases across Neath Port Talbot, Swansea, and 
Powys, one of which was hospitalised,” said Dr 
Christopher Johnson, acting consultant in health 
protection for Public Health Wales. 

“Two doses of the safe and effective MMR 
vaccine offers protection and anyone who hasn’t had 
the vaccine is urged to get it free from their GP.”

FINDING DORY IS A FILM 
TO LIKE.... BUT NOT LOVE 


I T hardly seems 
like it, but it 
has been 13 
years since Pixar 
released Finding 
Nemo. 

In that time the 
studio has continued to 
create impressive films 
that have pleased both 
critical and commercial 
demands, yet its strike 
rate has been blunted 
somewhat by some 
misfires, most notably 
the likes of Cars 2 and 
Monsters University. 

The common 
denominator is that 
these films are sequels - 
so will Finding Dory, a 
follow-up to ...Nemo, 
be able to buck that 
trend? The story centres 
around Dory (Ellen 
DeGeneres), the fish 
with a short-term 
memory problem who 
helped Marlin (Albert 
Brooks) find his son 
Nemo (Hayden 
Rolence) last time out. 

This time, however, 
Dory is trying to find 


her long-lost parents, 
and with help from 
Nemo and Marlin, she 
sets out to find them; 
but when her search 
brings her to a marine 
life centre, the trio face 
an uphill struggle to 
reunite Dory with her 
parents... 

There is an 

undeniable magic about 
anything that Pixar 
touches; from the 
Anglepoise lamp of its 
logo, to the shorts that 
feature prior to the main 
film itself, it has 
inarguably carved a 
niche in the cinematic 
landscape that many 
would love to emulate. 

While its position is 
perhaps a little more 
shaky than, say five 
years ago, it are still 
putting out work that is, 
by and large, better than 
its competitors; in fact 
its greatest competition 
could arguably be 
themselves - and that’s 
why Finding Dory is a 
film that is very easy to 
like, but not so easy to

love, a film that 
entertains and delivers 
the requisite emotional 
punch, but one that 
doesn’t really hit the 
highs you find in its 
most impressive output. 

One of the flaws of 
Finding Dory is how 
closely it follows the 


plot of ... Nemo ; yes, 
the characters’ roles 
have reversed but it’s 
still a film that focuses 
on a journey where the 
end goal is to be 
reunited with a family 
member (or members in 
this case) while, on the 
way, meeting new 
characters to engage 
with. 

While the characters 
are pleasing to revisit, 
the reversal of the 
dynamic doesn’t really 
work; in the original, 
Marlin’s jittery 
nervousness was the 
counterpoint to Dory’s 
carefree attitude, but 
here, with Dory driving 
the story, it doesn’t ring 
quite right. 

Of course, there’s 
enough vibrancy in both 
the returning characters 
and new ones to keep 
you entertained; Dory’s 
irrepressible zest is 
given a dash of 
poignancy thanks to a 
wonderful prelude that 
hints at a sadness you 
didn’t even realise was 
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there, while the 
relationship between 
Dory and Marlin and 
Nemo has an emotional 
pull to it that, separating 
them for sections of the 
film, lands well. 

Of the new additions, 
Ed O’Neil’s Hank, a 
seven-tentacled octopus 
with a desire to get out 
of the marine life 
centre, shines, his 
cantankerous frustration 
at being inadvertently 
embroiled in Dory’s 
plan creating humour, 
while Kaitlin Olson’s 
Destiny (a near-sighted 
whale shark) and Ty 
Burrell’s Bailey (a 
beluga whale with sonar 
issues) are also worthy 
additions to Pixar’s list 
of strong characters. 

Director Andrew 
Staton (who helmed ... 
Nemo as well as Wall-E) 
gives the film a 
wonderful visual sense; 
as ever it’s easy to stand 
back and marvel at the 
CGI trickery that makes 
this world almost photo- 
real, but dig beneath the 
technical achievement 
and there are moments 
of subtle intelligence, 
the way that the 
underwater world 
reflects our own or how 
an innocent child’s 
petting area becomes 
something from a 
disaster movie when the 
perspective shifts from 
human to fish. 

However, the greatest 
achievement of Stanton 
(and co-director Angus 
MacLane) is in bringing 
the humanity to the 


story, especially in 
dealing with the 
character of Dory. Her 
story is a metaphor for 
dealing with mental 
illness, played gently 
for its target audience 
but one that older 
viewers will latch onto 
immediately. 

That it empowers the 
character is a wonderful 
theme, one that is 
prevalent elsewhere 
(Hank’s missing 
tentacle doesn’t affect 
him physically but there 
is a mental stress), and 
it’s this that sees 
Finding Dory at its best; 
while the rest of it feels 
a touch over-familiar, 
there is still plenty to 
savour. 

VERDICT: A Pixar to 
like rather than love, 
Finding Dory is the 
studio just failing to hit 
top gear. While still an 
intelligent and 
enthralling film, its 
reliance on narrative 
themes from the 
original means it just 
falls short of the high 
standards expected - 
which means it’s still a 
pretty impressive film 
in its own right. 
Enjoyable.

RAMBLING 
IN THE VALE 


UNDER darkening 
skies and with heavy 
bursts of rain on the 
journey to Rhoose 
railway station, it 
seemed that the 
evening two-hour 
walk would be, to say 
the least, damp! 

However, by 7pm the 
skies had cleared and the 
sun put in an appearance 
and the evening 
remained dry for a group 
of six female walkers that 
joined Joy from Penarth 
and District Ramblers 
for the evening tramp. 

The walk took in 
urban Rhoose and 
Nurston, as well as a 
coastal walk back from 
East Aberthaw. 

Crossing the main 
Vale railway line and 
tramping pavements to 
the perimeter fence of 
Cardiff Airport, a path 
behind houses led 
through a small park and 
along a bridleway 
between fields of 
ripening wheat with 
grand views towards the 
tall chimneys of 
Aberthaw power station 
and the cement works. 

Exiting onto a lane 
and passing through the 
quiet hamlet of Nurston, 
a stretch along Port 
Road led them to the Blue 
Anchor pub in East 
Aberthaw, which opened 
in 1380 and no doubt 
was used by many of the 
infamous smugglers on 
stretch of coastline . 

Heading through Well 
Road under the railway 
bridge and following 
paths in woodland to 
Pleasant Harbour, the 
ruins of the Aberthaw 
limeworks, established in 
1888 by David Owen 
came into view. This 
local lime was renowned 
and had hydraulic 
properties, making it 
ideal for use in damp 
conditions such as 


harbour and canal work. 
The ruins overlook a 
lovely lake. 

Originally the River 
Thaw flowed through this 
area and during the 16th 
and 17th centuries the 
port of Aberthaw was 
very active. When 
Aberthaw power station 
was opened in the 1960s, 
the river was re-routed 
and now flows through a 
man-made channel 

straight into the Bristol 
Channel further along 
the coast. 

Making their way 
towards the steps at the 
end of the sea defence 
wall and crossing the salt 
flats where the salt 
lagoons are fed by the 
incoming tide at Andrews 
Pant, steps led steeply up 
the cliff and into 
Fontygary Leisure Park. 

Their return along the 
Wales Coast Path, as it 
stretches along the 
clifftop to Fontygary Bay, 
heralded views across 
the Bristol Channel to 
the misty Somerset 
coastline and Dunkery 
Beacon, the highest point 
on Exmoor, before fields 
stained pink with 
willowherb, red clover, 
purple thistles, scabious 
and yellow flowering 
agrimony led back to 
their start. 

On August 6, meet at 
9am at Cogan Leisure 
Centre for an eight-mile 
moderate walk taking in 
Cwmtillery Lakes.

Memories of a 
Barry medical 
practice... 


1 WAS interested 
to read Laurie 
Owen’s recent 
account of Barry 
GPsin The GEM, 
as my parents, Dr 
C K B (Bryn) 
Lennox and Dr 
Mary Lennox, both 
worked in the 
seaside town. 

My father’s 
grandparents moved to 
Bany in the 1890s. The 
Lavis grandparents ran a 
dairy in Kingsland 
Crescent and the 
Lennox grandparents a 
bakery/grocery at 219 
Holton Road. 

My father was born 
in 1913 in Somerset 
Road and his family 
moved to Buttrills Road 
in 1922, where his 
father taught in Barry 
Grammar school for 
boys. 

My father studied 
medicine in Cardiff, 
where he met my 
mother (also a medical 
student) and they both 
graduated as doctors. 

My father was called 
up to the Army during 
the last war and was in 
the RAMC in the 53rd 
Welsh Regiment. I was 
born in 1942 and my 
mother moved to Barry 
in 1943, living with my 
father’s parents. 

Dr Mary Lennox was 
school medical officer 
and was appointed 
deputy MIOH of Barry 
in 1943 and in 1947 
appointed MOH of 
Barry, Port Medical 
Officer and also 
Medical Superintendant 
of Barry Accident 
Hospital, Barry 
Maternity Hospital in 
Woodlands Road and 
the Neale Kent 
Infectious Diseases 
Hospital. 

The appointment 
caused a few raised 
eyebrows at the time as 
she was the first woman 
to be appointed as Port 
MOH. She continued in 
this post until the 
reorganisation of local 
government in 1974, 
when the position of 
MOH was abolished. 

When my father, Dr 
C K B (Bryn) Lennox 
was discharged from the 
army in 1946, he joined 
Dr George Lewis in GP 
partnership and we 
moved into 161 Holton 
Road where the 
surgeries were held. 

Dr Lewis was 
originally based at 161, 
and then moved to live 
in Porthkerry Road, 
where there was a 
branch surgery. The 
surgery receptionist 
lived next door in 159 
and Drs Sandy and 
Eileen McGill had a 
separate surgery in the

Towers 163. 

Our lounge was on 
the first floor and our 
bedrooms on the second 
floor. As a child, I had 
to be quiet while the 
surgery was running - 
which was from about 
8.30am to 12pm and 
from 6pm to 8pm, apart 
from a half day per 
week - and included 
Saturdays. 

Our car was garaged 
around the corner in 
Watson Street, and I 
passed the police and 
fire stations each 
morning to go to school 
in Holton Road Juniors. 

I remember the 
speaking tube which I 
think must have been 
connected in those days 
to the electric system, as 
occasionally I had a 
mild shock on touching 
it. 

In 1950, Dr Caddick 
joined the partnership 
and he and his wife 
moved into 161 - and 
we moved to Cadoxton. 
In 1952-3, Dr Gwilym 
Keble Williams joined 
the partnership and 
shortly afterwards, he 
occupied 161. 

My uncle, Dr John 
Rhys Williams, also 
joined, but he lived in 
Porthkerry Road at first. 
The practice continued 
to grow at 161 Holton 
Road after this, until its 
move to the Waterfront 
in around 2007.

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Looking back at when 
Barry Town beat Porto 


M onday, 

August 1, was 
a special day 
for any football fan in 
Barry, as it marked 15 
years since that 
incredible night at 
Jenner Park where 
Barry Town defeated 
Portuguese giants 
Porto 3-1 in front of a 
sell-out crowd. 

In 2001, Barry had 
become the first League 
of Wales side to win a 
Champions League tie 
when the defeated 
Azerbaijan champions 
FC Shamkir to set up a 
tie with Portuguese 
giants FC Porto. 

With the first leg away, 
the team, managed by 
former Wales 
international Peter 
Nicholas, faced an uphill 
task against a squad 
containing such future 
stars as Ricardo 
Carvalho, Deco and 
Jorge Costa. 

It was made all the 
harder as the Portuguese 
struck five times in the 
first half alone, the final 
score of 8-0 harsh but 
indicative of the class on 
display from a Porto 
\J:eam who would be 


under the leadership of 
Jose Mourinho just six 
months later. 

The return fixture at 
Jenner Park drew 2,500 
fans, many hoping to see 
some stars of the future 
and not holding out 
much hope of turning the 
tie around, yet with 
Porto’s manager Octavio 
Machado making 
wholesale changes from 
the team that had 
hammered Barry a week 
earlier, Barry had the bit 
between their teeth and 
something to prove. 

Prove it they did, as 90 
minutes later they were 
savouring a 3-1 victory 
over the Portuguese 
champions who had 
taken the lead in the 18th 
minute through Junior 
Rubens. 

Two goals in a minute 
would change the course 
of the game; firstly Lee 
Philips levelled the scores 
after 37 minutes and then 
Mike Flynn grabbed a 
second to give Barry a 2- 
1 half-time lead. 

The game hung in the 
balance for much of the 
second half, the class and 
flair of the visitors 
causing no end of 
problems to the Barry 
defence, but any doubts 


over whether or not the 
home side would hang on 
to record a famous 
victory were put to bed in 
the final minute. 

A foul on substitute 
Mattie Davies by Pedro 
Esinha gave Barry a 
penalty and Gary Lloyd 
(the first, and as yet only, 
League of Wales/Welsh 
Premiership player to 
ever receive an 
international call-up for 
Wales) smashed home the 
spot-kick to cap off 
perhaps the greatest 
night in the club’s 
history. 

As the years have gone 
on, and problems have 
beset the club, the golden 
glow of that historic 
night seems to have 
dimmed more and more. 

Yet, as last season’s 
Welsh Cup run proved, 
the new breed of Barry 
Town United are a 
talented group that will 
be aiming for promotion 
this season, and then, 
who knows - maybe 
there will be even more 
historic nights to 
celebrate at Jenner Park.

Have your say on 
the future of Welsh 
language television 


THE public is being given the 
opportunity to share their 
opinions about S4C and the 
Welsh language television 
channel and contribute to the 
discussions about its future in 
an online questionnaire: ‘Have 
Your Say’. 

S4C wants the public’s voice to be 
included as the channel prepares to 
contribute to the UK Government’s 
‘Independent Review’ of S4C in 2017. 

The review will look at S4C’s role 
and work - the kind of service which it 
is likely to be required to provide in the 
future, its remit, accountability and 
funding. 

S4C’s questionnaire will ask the 
public for its opinions on these matters, 
as well as the type of service it would 
like to see from S4C in the future. 


Huw Jones, S4C Authority 
chairman, said that it is vital the public 
is included in discussions about the 
channel’s future. 

Mr Jones said: “We want to offer an 
opportunity for the public to contribute 
opinions as we prepare for the UK 
Government’s Independent Review of 
S4C in 2017 - what type of service do 
they want to see and what kind of 
modern media service will Welsh- 
speakers need in the next 10 years? 
Our hope is that the review will 
consider this carefully, along with how 
S4C can provide and fund that service 
on a secure basis.” 

The answers in the questionnaire 
will help the channel as it prepares to 
contribute to the review in 2017.

NHS ‘whistleblowing’ 
campaign launched 


A NEW helpline 
and campaign to 
help health staff 
speak up is being 
launched in Cardiff 
and the Vale. 

‘Freedom to Speak 
Up Safely’, launched by 
the Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
(CVUHB), will 
encourage staff to raise 
concerns - and managers 
to listen and respond to 
them. 

A new simplified 
process, including a 24- 
hour helpline, is now 
live and will provide 
another way for staff to 
make their voices heard. 

It follows the 
introduction of ‘Safety 
Valve’ - a process led by 
chair Maria Battle for 
staff that feel their 
concerns are not being 
heard. 

Maria said staff who 
had used ‘Safety Valve’ 
were glad they had 
spoken out and the new 
helpline and other 
support would help build 
on that programme. 

She said: “I want this 
to be a listening 
organisation. One that 
actually resolves issues, 
fixes them and makes 
things happen.” 

As part of the work to 
better understand how to 
improve support for 
those raising and hearing 
concerns, a workshop 
was held with staff. 

Dr Aled Jones, senior 
lecturer at the School of 
Health and Social 
Science, has advised the 
health board on 


developing the new 
process. 

He said the new 
approach was focused on 
learning, not criticism: 
“Those organisations 
that have brought in this 
approach find they learn 
a great deal for 
improving things for 
employees and patients, 
so it’s a win-win.” 

The work has won the 
support of various staff 
groups. 

Indu Deglurkar, 
consultant and lead 
cardiothoracic surgeon 
and chair of CVUHB’s 
senior staff medical 
committee, said there 
was a stigma around 
speaking up, but there 
were benefits for all 
when those with 
concerns did. 


She said: “If there is a 
problem one should 
speak up, not for your 
own gain but for patient 
safety. And that’s all 
there is. There’s nothing 
personal about it, you do 
the right thing for the 
patient.” 

The new process 
includes materials and a 
short film about the 
benefits of speaking up 
and advice on how to. 
Ruth Walker, the health 
board’s chief nurse, said: 
“Be brave. If you were a 
patient or this was you 
or one of yours and you 
don’t feel that care is 
right you need to speak 
out. If it’s not good 
enough for you and 
yours it’s not good 
enough for any other 
patient.”

‘Over-development 
and no electricity 
in Rhoose’ - 
GEM READER 


I T was great to 
see the recent 
photograph in 
The GEM of 
concerned residents 
of Rhoose village 
protesting about the 
over-development 
of Rhoose village. 

Do they realise what a 
difficult road lies ahead 
of them with a council 
set on development, 
development, and over¬ 
development of Rhoose 
village? 

Having viewed the 
recent council meeting 
online concerning the 
development, it was 
clear that the vast 
majority of councillors 
lived outside the 
vicinity, in SMALLER 
towns and villages than 
Rhoose. Incidentally, 
those councillors way 
exceeded Rhoose 
councillors, who only 
amounted to two! 

These outside 
councillors paid no 
attention to the lack of 
facilities, a potentially 
dangerous junction that 
would enter the new part 
of the development, 
traffic congestion 
throughout the whole 
village, and potential 
disaster if the culverts in 
the site flooded up 
against the railway 
embankment. 

As no-one seems keen 
to adopt the Rhoose 
Point drainage system, 
this is a worrying 
possibility. 

Of course, there is the 
compulsory, imaginary, 
school that the 
developers have put land 
aside for (this I think is 
the 10th school that is 
going to be built in 
Rhoose Point!). 
Apparently, they only 
have to donate the land, 
so eventually there will 
be more houses on that 
spot. 

Seeing as this will 
probably cost the council 
a couple of million 
pounds, this will 
(thankfully) never get 
done. I’m sure we all 
remember the tragedy of 
Aberfan, especially as 
the proposed site is, as 
stated by the council, in 
the potential flood area. 

Affordable housing on 
the proposed site has 


gone up to 30 per cent 
which makes one 
wonder whether the rural 
Vale’s share will just be 
deposited in Rhoose 
Point? 

Considering the Vale 
Council has such big 
ideas for our village, 
they haven’t had the 
foresight to overhaul our 
electricity to 
accommodate a larger 
population; we now have 
to suffer regular power 
cuts (two in the last 
month). 

This must make 
Rhoose village a very 
enticing proposition to 
future residents - I just 
hope that our sewerage 
and freshwater systems 
are sufficient to cope 
with a potential 
population explosion! 

Indeed, the Sully 
travellers’ site has been 
refused on the grounds 
of a flood risk - and yet 
Rhoose Point residents 
and potential 
schoolchildren are not 
shown the same concern. 

So it seems that once 
the Vale has merged with 
Cardiff Council, Rhoose 
village will lose its 
identity, and become a 
dormitory town for the 
city, and will adjoin 
Barry. 

There will be no such 
thing as green space and 
‘the southern most point 
of Wales’ will become 
‘the most densely 
populated area in the 
southern point of Wales’. 

Also, it is very unsafe 
to build a large 
population so close to a 
thriving airport; most 
airports are built way 
outside towns, within a 
safe green space 
boundary, our council 
seem to be quite 
oblivious to potential 
disasters! 

Whilst our councillors 
made some good and 
valid points in our 
defence, until they are 
able to play on a level 
playing field with an 
equal quota of 
councillors, they will, 
unfortunately, always be 
out-voted. 

Of course, our Rhoose 
councillors will 
completely lose their 
voices if the Cardiff and 
the Vale councils merge.

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ALED SION EYES 
ANOTHER MEDAL 

Bridgend’s 
Paralympian 
champ on the 
road to Rio

BRIDGEND-BORN 
Paralympian and 
gold-medallist, Aled 
Sion Davies, goes to 
Rio later this 
month keen to 
maintain his 
successes in a slew 
of competitions 

Aled (25), now based 
in Cardiff, took bronze 
in the shot put and gold 
in the discus at the 2012 
summer Paralympics, 
and gold in both 
disciplines in Lyon and 
Doha in 2013 and 2015 
respectively. The 
Welshman is also a 
world and European 
champion and record 
holder. 

And while he will 
hope to build on his 
Paralympic bronze in the 
F42 shot put, he was 
‘devastated’ that the F42 
discus has been dropped 
from Rio 2016. 

Focused to a ‘T’, the 
young man - who also 
has a successful junior 
career as a swimmer 
under his belt - will be 
applying his 

determination to the shot 
in true, never-say-die 
style. 

“I’ve limited myself 
to a handful of 
competitions so far this 
year, in preparation for 
Rio; whereas I might 
have competed in eight 
to 12 championships in 
any other year, this time, 
I’ve taken part in just 
four.” 

Aled is keeping 
himself fresh for the 
Games, yet has no 
qualms over 
acclimatising for Rio. 

“I’ll be going out a 
couple of weeks before 
the competition begins, 
although I don’t really 
have any concerns over 
the temperature. 
Compared to Doha last 
year, it should be fine.” 

The category ‘F42’ 
includes single above¬ 
knee amputation, double 
above-knee amputations, 
and athletes with 
combined arm/leg 
amputations. It may also 
include athletes with 
severe problems when 
walking, such as 
impairments in one leg 
from polio. 

Aled, who switched 
from swimming to field 
events in 2006, was born 
with hemimelia 
lacking or a deformity of 
the fibula - of the right 
leg. 

His determination and 
will-to-win on the field 



are matched by - 
afterwards - an old- 
fashioned and 
gentlemanly approach to 
his competitors. 

“Out on the field, 
when the competition is 
on, we all hate each 
other,” he said, adding 
after a pause and with a 
smile “But as soon as 
it’s over, the mutual 
respect we have just 
shines through - though 
that’s a bit easier if I’ve 
just won! 

“We socialise and eat 
together... That’s one of 
the great things about 
the Olympic village 
where we stay.” 

He is, naturally, as 
keen on his fellow 
teammates, be they from 
the Wales squad or in 
this case, Team GB. 

“I, and my teammates 
in field events, are 
individuals, all out there 
alone. 


“But we’re a team of 
individuals, and that’s 
key. We buoy each other 
up and egg each other 
on. That’s teamwork; 
that’s being part of a 
team. We all inspire each 
other.” 

Being good at sport 
requires physical skill. 
Being a world champion 
- Paralympian or 
Olympian - requires 
supreme physical and 
mental skill. 

Aled has both, and 
bucketloads of charm 
and humility, too. 

He ended by saying: 
“Never let a win go to 
your head, or a loss to 
your heart. Have no 
regrets.”
